by the Devasthan . 


Article No. 13.-The expenditure of the Devasthan which 
shall also be indicated in the annual budget estimates shall 
consist of :

b ) Expenses for the Devasthan festivals . 
C ) Expenses for the daily Puja , Naiveidya and Nan 

dadeep . 
d ) The salaries of the sevakaris (servants ) .

Article No. 7. -- The general body of Mahajans is composed 
of the Mahajans enrolled in the list annexed to the Bye - laws 
and of those who may be enrolled as Mahajans in future 
in terms of article 8 of this Bye - laws. The right of all Maha 
jans including of those who may be admitted as Mahajans 
in terms of article 8 is hereditary and perpetual in the mas 
culine lineage and is transmitted from generation to genera 
tion by consanguinity or by legal adoption and this right 
becomes effective once a person becomes major of age and 
is duly enrolled as Mahajan . The complete list of all Ma 
hajans shall be properly maintained by the Managing Com 
mittee and a copy of the same shall be displayed on the notice 
board , of the Devalaya during the month of January every 
year . 

Article No. 8 . Any person professing Hindu religion irres 
pective of caste , class, sect and family group shall be ad 
mitted as Mahajans by the Managing Committee of the 
Devalaya and enrolled in the respective list of Mahajans 
in future on payment of entrance fee mentioned in article 34 
of the Bye- laws or such fee as may be prescribed for the 
purpose by the general body of Mahajans, which fees in no 
case shall totally exceed Rs. 10 / -. Any persons enrolled as 
Mahajans shall enjoy equal rights , privileges, honours and 
obligations alongwith all other Mahajans including those 
referred to in article 4 of the Bye -laws. 

Article No. 9 . All those professing the Hindu religion 
irrespective of the caste, class , sect or family group shall be 
allowed according to usage and custom to render worship 
in the premises of the temple and also to perform religious 
acts and to institute festivities and to make donations to the 
temple or Devalaya . Such acts shall however, in no way 
entitle them to claim the Mahajanship of the Devalaya or 
temple . 

Article No. 10 . The Managing Committee of Devasthan 
shall be elected every 3 years in terms of present Bye - laws, 
and subject to the provision of the " Regulamento das Maza

Article No ... 28 . The Bye -law currently enforced and the 
law adopted by the Government in the future shall be binding 
on the Devasthan . 

Article No. 29. The General body of the Mahajans re 
serves the right of cancelling any bye - laws or to include 
or to introduce a new one by a resolution of the General 
body of the Mahajans" adopted by absolute majority of the 
Mahajans: on rolls which should be subsequently approved 
by the Government. 

Article No. 30 . · The sevakari ( servant) who remains 
absent without taking prior permission of the Managing 
Committee and who does not give a substitute for his duty 
shall be fined Rs. 5-00 . 

Article No. 31. — The amount of any type of fines shall 
be deposited to Devasthan Account. 

Article No. 32 . -If by chance any unforseen " expenses 
occurs and if the funds of the Devasthan do not afford to 
pay the same the Committee of Mahajans shall levy a suffi 
cient subscription per head after the adoption of the absolute 
majority . The payment of this subscription shall be binded 
on each and every Mahajan . 

Article No. 33. — This set of Bye - laws shall be enforced 
after the third day of publication of the same in the Official 
Gazette . 


The above rates are liable to be changed at any time 
according to the convenience as per the resolutions of the 
General Body of the Mahajans. 

Article No. 16 . The following religious festivals shall 
be celebrated in Devasthan (a ) Shravan Monday (b ) Navrath 
festival and ( c ) The feast Divaj ( d ) Birthday . 

Article No: 17 : Shravan Monday : ( a ) Each Monday of the 
month of Shravan , Mahapuja , Naivedaya , Arath , Bhajan and 
Kirtan on that day, ( b ) Navrathra festival beginning from 
the Prathi Pada to the 10th day of the month of Ashvinni. 
The festival shall come to an end on this day - On that day 
of Prathi Pada there shall be Ghatasthapana ( c ) The feast 
of the Deuzas. On the Paush new moon day there shall be 
Mahapuja , Maharathi and Maha Navedya and the parvani 
of the Deuzas by the married ladies ( savashinis ) ( d ) Birthday

Bhat , Pujaries and Parvar . ( a ) The ser 
vants ( sevakaries ) shall do their work faithfully under the 
Managing Committee. 

Article No. 19 . - The work of Pujaries shall be as follows: 
The performance of daily and occasional Puja , keeping the 
Gharbha Griha and alter clean , Abhishek performance of 
Kaul to God Arathi, Maha Naivedya etc. and performing other 
duties pertaining to God . Being in charge of the daily essen 
tial things of the temple and giving the charge of these 
things to the Managing Committee as per the need of the 
Managing Committee 
: Article No. 20.—The duties of Parwar shall be as follows: 
Performing Puja of maringan according to convention of the 
temple, playing Naubhat and Dhol on the festival day etc ...
